The problem of very nigh al- 
titude mountaineering Is so .dif- 
ferent from those which urise in 
expeditions to lesser ranges and 
to the Polar regions thar lt re~- 
quires a special kind of solution. 

lt will readlly be understood that 
practical experience on the spot 
provides a better test than theory. 
For this reason the Mount Ever- 
est Committee sent out this yeas 
a. small preliminary- expedition 
under the leadership of Mr, E. BE. 
Shipton, ‘whose task was to try 
out the mounjaineering abilities, 
and especially the acclimatising 
powers, of five men,. ali of whom 
had considerable Alpine : exper- 
lence. . 

The result was most .iiluminat- 
ing. Three men, were found to ac- 
climatise “well; the, other two, 
though: excellent’ mountaineers 
and splendid companions in any 
enterprise, found themselves un- 
able to.resist the lack of oxygen 
at altitudes of over 22,000ft. 

Not many young men just be- 
ginning their life’s career are able 
to spend the whole season in the 
Himalaya, especially i that 1s to 
be followed by.a second visit in 
the following year. The selectors 
were, therefore, obliged to content 
themselyes witha less elaborate 
experiment upon other candidates, 
who were taken to the Alps by, Mr. 
F, §, Smythe during the -siimmer 
and put throughas rigorous ’a test 
as conditions pérmitted. 

A THOROUGH OVERHAUL 

Finally,’ those candidates who 
were considered to have come best 
througty the ordeal were subjected 
to & very thorough overhaul by 
that most competent and exacting 
body,’ the Central Medical Estab-’ 
lishment of the Royal Alr Force, 
‘tor whose generous and consclent- 
fous attention to our problem we. 
cannot be- sufficiently grateful. 

When all the reports were in it 
was my -duty, as leader of next 
year’s. expedition, to discuss each 
individual candidate with Mr. 
Shipton and Mr. Smythe and with 
the officers of the Central Medl-

Dr. Alexis Carrel, 
the biologist, uttered a warning 
that the artificial postponement 
of death might. be a greater cala- 
mity than death itself.” 

‘Discussing ‘the “mystery of | 
death” before the New York 
Acaaemy of Medicine he said that 
if the span of life were suddenly 
increased to 100 years civilisation 
could not bear the economic bur~ 
den . of populations’ composed 
mostly of ‘elderly individuals.
